The famous depression of 1930-1935 disappeared in 1936 and by 
1937 investors, administrators and industrialists were full of hope. 
In 1937 the recession took place and carried on until 1938, until people 
have begun to wonder whether the original depression is still here. 
Stock prices went down through the latter half of 1937 and m 1938 
continued downwards until July, when hope returned and prices rose 
once more. People wonder whether there is any justification for the 
recent rise.

INJURED 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS -- 

1. Send for a doctor. 

2. Stop bleeding at once. 

3. Prevent dirt entering wounds. 

4. Secure broken bones before moving patient. 

5. Never attempt to reduce a dislocation. 

6. In unconsciousness, lay patient on back. 

Provide free access of fresh air; loosen clothing. Raise head 
slightly if face is flushed; if pail, keep low. Give nothing by 
mouth until consciousness returns. 

Gunshot Wounds of Chest or Stomach: Place patient on 
wounded side with knees drawn up. Complete rest; no 
stimulants. 


NOTE-A tourniquet can be made by placing a stone 

over main artery, tying handkerchief loosly over it, then twist¬ 
ing tightly with a stick. 

Blood from artery is bright red; flows in jets. 

Blood from vein is dark bluish; flows slowly. 


DID YOU KNOW— 

N O PERSON having control or charge of a motor vehicle 
shall allow such vehicle to stand on any street unattended 
without first setting the brakes thereon and stopping the motor 
of said vehicle, and when standing upon a perceptible grade, 
without turning the wheels of such vehicle to the curb or the 
side of the street or highway. 
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ANTIDOTES FOR POISON 

In cases where the other articles to be used as antidotes 
are not in the house, give two tablespoonfuls of mustard, mixed 
in a pint of warm water. Also give large draughts of warm 
milk or water mixed with oil, butter or lard. If possible give 
as follows: 

For Bed-Bug Poison, Blue V'itrol. Corrosive Sublimate, 
Lead Water, Saltpetre, Sugar of Lead, Sulphate of Zinc, Red 
Precipitate, Vermillion: Give milk or whites of eggs in large 
quantities. 

For Fowler’s Solution, White Precipitate, Arsenic: Give 
prompt emetic of mustard and salt—a tablespoonful of each— 
follow with Sweet Oil, Butter or Milk. 

For Antimonial Wine, Tartar Emetic, drink warm water 
to encourage vomiting. If vomiting does not stop, give a grain 
of Opium in water. 

For Oil Vitrol, Aqua Fortis, Bi-Carbonate Potassa, Muri¬ 
atic Acid, Oxalic Acid: Give magnesia or soap dissolved in 
water, every two minutes. 

For Caustic Soda, Caustic Potash, Volatile Alkali: Drink 
freely of water with vinegar or lemon juice in it. 

For Carbolic Acid: Give flour and water or glutinous 
drinks. 

For Chloral Hydrate, or Chloroform: Pour cold water 
over the head and face, with artificial respiration, and use 
galvanic battery. 

For Carbonate of Soda, Copperas, Cobalt: Give promptly 
emetic of soap or musilaginous drinks. 

For Laudanum, Morphine, Opium: Give strong coffee, 
followed by ground mustard, or grease in warm water to pro¬ 
duce vomiting. Keep in motion. 

For Nitrate of Silver: Give common salt in water. 

For Strychnine, Tinct. Nux Vomica: Give emetic of mus¬ 
tard or sulphite of zinc, aided by warm water. 


DID YOU KNOW— 

A LL DRIVEWAYS and roadways in St. George’s Island
